This  heater  is  made  in  three  sizes,  designated  as  No.  1, 
No.  2  and  No.  3,  but  differing  only  in  size.  No.  1  is 
intended  for  work  ranging  from  14/2  to  22  inch,  and  is 
best  adapted  to  shops  making  nothing  smaller  than  flour  or 
potato  barrels,  and  also  for  shops  making  tight  work,  such
